Seven of the 12 companies have signed and he expects. the, rest, to sign 
by the end of the week. Of the 12 companies involved there is a total of 70 jobs. 
Hopefully the consortium contract will be submitted by the end of October. 
BICC's role would be training and testing, the Chamber would handle administra- 
tion, which would consist of 1 bookkeeper and 1 clerk, there is not enough money 
to hire anyone else beyond that. The Cleff System.could also be used to evalu- 
ate the trainees. ` Funds to”run the consortium will be coming from the Dept. of 
Labor's "Job 70 Program", which is a NAB program. 


It was determined however, that BICC would take no-further action, or take an 
active role until a contract was shown. The consortium discussion was tabled

Cateway-Newark Airport Action Committee: A meeting was held with Norman Kranzdorf 
of the | Food Fair Properties, a meeting which was to be kept quiet and under con- 
trol until subsequent efforts were made. Unfortunately news of the meeting was 
released to the press. Mr. Stewart is hopeful that the Gateway and Downtowner 
people will attend a meeting scheduled for October Sth. Mr. Stewart asked that 
a motion be made to give him power to negotiate with the top people of these 
projects, representing BICC's executive committee. A position paper submitted 
by Mr. Stewart to the committee was accepted, along with the feeling that at this 
point BICC should remain loose. Mr. Stewart was asked if any rapport was being 
developed with Port Authority and Gateway. He responded, that BICC played a 
part in developing dialogue and establishing a spirit of cooperation. A new 
set of ground rules has been made, plus involvement to this extent that the 
GNAAC has sought a meeting with the Port Authority commissioners. It was sug- 
gested that a telegram be sent to Port Authority and Gateway showing a sense of 
urgency and unhappiness with the progress of their actions. 


AMBULANCES
